eight on Monday evening June 3, 1963 

Si — death ended the short four and a 
half year reign of Pope John XXIII. 


When Cardinal Angelo Giuseppe 
Roncalli was elected Pope on Oct. 28, 
1958, at the age of 77, some expected 
he would be merely an “interim” Pope, 
keeping the ‘“Barque of Peter’ on a 
steady, even course. 


But the self-effacing son of Italian 

peasants, acting under the inspiration 

e of the Holy Spirit, inaugurated major 
e changes in the Church. 


Catholics acknowledge his greatest 
achievement was the Second Vatican 
Council, with all its ramifications. 
Some of the more obvious changes that 
sprang, in part, from the council, 
include revision of Canon Law and the 
use of national languages in the liturgy. 


Pope John caught the imagination of 
ee the world April 11, 1963, with Pacem in 
ad Terris (Peace on Earth), his encyclical 
addressed not only to Catholics but ‘“‘to 

all men of goodwill.” 


Cardinal Roncalli had accepted his 
election as Pope with the words, “I bow 
my head to the chalice of bitterness 
and the yoke of the Cross.”

Mass in sign language 


God's word-for children who can’t hear it

THEY CAN never “‘hear”’ 
Mass — but they could see 
“See” it. For this was a 
special day for the deaf and 
hard-of-hearing children 
who joined in their own sign 
language Mass at Founders 
Hall, University of San 
Diego. 

And it was a very special 
day for the Burningham 
family as all seven members 
were present when the 
youngest member, Annie, 8, 
and deaf, received her First 
Holy Communion. 


At the Mass, other deaf 
children — Don Gray, 12, and 
Mike Asaro, 13, were altar 
boys. Father Joseph Mc- 
Donnell of USD celebrated 
the Mass with Bob Ekhaml 
as sign language interpreter. 

ANNIE, Don and Mike are 
three of the 12. children 
enrolled in a_ religious 
education program for the 
deaf and_ hard-of-hearing. 
This program by the USD 
Student Volunteers for the 
Deat dates from 1966, when a 
few students from the for- 


- mer College of Women of- 


fered individual instruction 
to deaf children. Enrollment 
in the program has risen 
and a teenage discussion 
group has been added. 


USD students meet every 
Saturday morning during the 
school year on a one-to-one 
basis with their children, 7 to 
13. They give the children a 
concrete understanding of 
God, love, life and friendship 
through filmstrips, crafts 
and.games. 


Mrs. Colleen Burningham 
feels the program ‘‘fulfills a 
desperate need for the 
children,”’ The only thing 
offered for her daughter 
before was a class for 
mentally retarded and mul- 
tiple-handicapped children. 


MARY Frances Jackson, a 
music major, and Terri 
Duffy, a psychology major, 
are program coordinators. 


“The tutor’s main objec- 
tive is to help the deaf child 
face a new human relation- 
ship in terms he can under- 
stand and handle,’ said 
Miss Jackson. “Our biggest 
problem was finding de- 
pendable tutors who would 
come every Saturday morn- 
ing for an hour. This year, 
though, we have had a great 
group of people working 
together.” 


According to Miss Duffy, 
deaf children. are often 
socially isolated from 
hearing people. Therefore, 


each new encounter they 
face with a hearing person is 
also a learning experience. 
Both the tutor and pupil must 
teach each other how to 
communicate in a new way. 


“T HAVE gained an insight 
into the problems of the 
deaf,’’ said Beth 
Rockefeller, a tutor. “My 
biggest mistake was un- 


derestimating the children’s . 


ability.”’ She has been 
working with Jackie Lugo, 9, 
for two years, ‘“‘I have grown 
as muchas Jackie has, it is a 
real give and _ take 
experience.” 


Tutors attend a_ special 
sign language class, taught 
by Mary Harriman, who was 
raised by deaf parents and 
has used sign language’ all 
her life, though she is not 
handicapped. 


‘We work with the entire 
families, not just the one 
individual child,’ said Miss 
Jackson. At Thanksgiving 
and Easter the program has 
a Mass and party for all the 
families. 

“WE KNOW the program 
reaches only a fraction of the 
people it could. We hope in 
the future to set up other 
centers throughout San 
Diego similar to the one at

THE’ FIRST official 
liturgical step towards or- 
dination as permanent 
married deacons will be 
taken by six men of the 
diocese next week.

Such an ugly word—bigot 


I don’t really like being called a bigot. It’s an ugly 
word with ugly overtones. And when someone writes 
to say he smells ‘‘bigotry in the air” over the way we 
treated a news item recently, I resent and react. 


But just in case others feel the same, the whole 
matter is worth explaining. The case is the recent 
Mexican-American fund raising event in and around 
the USD campus on the occasion of Cinco de Mayo. 
Father John Proctor’s letter from Colton on page 5 
attacks us on the same matter. The letter accusing 
bigotry was not sent for publication, so I cannot reveal 
the author, also in Colton, strangely enough. 


The Cinco de Mayo celebrations at USD — typical of 
many similar occasions wherever these happy people 
foregather on their national day — included food, 
dancing and a well-attended rock-band festival on the 
sports field. It is primarily a secular occasion, and we 
reserve our big coverage of Mexican-American 
celebrations for Our Lady of Guadalupe around 
December 12, as our front-page treatment of past 
years indicates. 


We decided to cover the Cinco de Mayo at USD and 
Nicholas Biondo, our staff member spent most of the 
day there, taking pictures. I was on another assign- 
ment at the other end of the diocese. 


When the films were developed it transpired that 
Nick’s camera had given trouble and both the fiesta 
and the Vista dedication ceremonies, next day, were 
unrecorded on his camera. Thus do the Gods of 
journalistic wrath descend on scribes, even though we 
work seven days most weeks to try to cover 
everything. 

So the only scene left was the filthy state of the 
football field, which I photographed and used. It was 
used as the only picture available, but more so since it 
recorded what this youthful ‘‘pollution conscious’ 
generation is able to create in the way of pollution. 


So those with the cry of ‘‘bigot’’ on their lips might 
reconsider their verdict. Also a little help with 
coverage of events would go a long way — we can’t be 
-everywhere at once. 


Feminine bishop? 


My colleague, Gerard Sherry, who edits the San

himself. Covering the visit of Bishop Joseph Donnelly 
to the farm workers in the Coachella Valley, Sherry 
wrote: ‘‘They greeted Bishop Donnelly with the 
traditional Viva La Obispo (long live the bishop) . . .” 


Those who know Spanish will also know that it 
should be Viva el Obispo — unless your bishop hap- 
pens to be a woman. Perhaps Sherry was thinking of 
“Viva la huelga,”’ relating to the strike itself.

A loss to the Catholic world of communications was 
the untimely death of Archbishop Edward Heston a 
few weeks ago, aged 65. His most recent appointment 
was president of the Pontifical Commission for Social 
Communications, and he brought to his task a 
generous spirit which overcame many setbacks in this 
area. 

He first came into the communications orbit as 
press officer during the latter stages of the Vatican 
Council, and it was with some regret from newsmen

Congregation of Religious and Secular Institutes. 


His lasting monument will be the work he did in 
recent months creating a better relationship between 
the international news media and the Vatican.

Our link with world news of religion generally and 
our faith in particular will be made much greater 
when the teletype connection with NC News Service 
reaches this office. We await the equipment. As the 
story on page 8 shows, the NC — official Catholic — 
service has brought. the world’s first teletype link to 
Catholic newspapers. 


With this speed of communications we shall have 
news from everywhere outside the diocese as soon as 
it happens — whether from Rome, Washington or New 
York. News from around our own diocese we will still 
get ourselves — with your help, as now. 


With only two on our staff to gather the news and 
pictures, we can’t be everywhere at one time, as I said 
earlier in this column. Your help with stories and 
pictures not only puts your parish on the map, but 
helps in our harvest of news in your behalf. 

The big cloud on the horizon, is rising costs of 
producing a newspaper. Labor and other costs are 
rising, but what worries us most is the actual and 


threatened increase in the cost of newsprint, the paper 
we print on.

Because homosexual activity in some jurisdic- 
tions is not liable to prosecution, this does not 
confer moral impunity. 

When there is no legal restriction on profit ceil- 
ings, unlimited profiteering is still immoral. 
Whole areas of our lives are governed by moral 

principles which the law of the land often 
ignores or overrides. We who are professed 
Catholics, Christians, must therefore make 
doubly certain that we apply the moral yard- 
stick even where legality may not be in ques- 
tion. : 

There is a danger of confusing legality with 
morality in any civilization where real belief 
and commitment are lacking. Do we, in the 
United States of America, fall into this cate- 

gory? 

There are many indications that this is a real 
and present danger.

Our many occupations, duties and 
responsibilities make it extremely dif- 
ficult to pray at times; for example, in 


the case of St. Paul: “I have worked: 


and laboured, often without sleep; I 
have been hungrey and thirsty and 
often starving; I have been in cold 
without clothes. And, to leave out 
much more, there is my daily preoccu- 
pation: my anxiety for all the 
churches.” (2 Corinthians 11:27+) 


But through it all he tells the Colos- 
sians, “we have never failed to pray for 
you” (1:9), and asks us to do the same 
thing, “Be happy at all times; pray con- 
stantly; and for all things give thanks 


to God, because this is what God - 
expects you to do in Christ Jesus.” (1 


Thessalonians 5:17+) 


It seems that Paul expects the very 
troubles themselves to be an encour- 
agement to prayer: “But I beg you, 
brothers, by our Lord Jesus Christ and 
the love of the Spirit, to help me 
through my dangers by praying to God 
for me. Pray that I may escape the un- 
believers.”” (Romans 15:30-33) 


Paul had another way of preparing 
for prayer — he cleared his mind by 


facing up to death: “Brothers, this is | 


what I mean: our time is growing 
short. Those who have wives should 
live as though they had none, and those 
who mourn should live as though they 
had nothing to mourn for; those who 
are enjoying life should live as though 
there were nothing to laugh about; 
those whose life is buying things 
should live as though they had nothing 
of their own; and those who have to 
deal with the world should not become 
engrossed in it. 

“I say this because the world as we 


know it is passing away. I would like : 


to see you free from all worry.” (1 
Corinthians 7:29+-) It is a difficult bal- 
ance to keep between reponsibility and 
detachment, but in the mercy of God 
both can help us to pray.

“Southern Cross’ soon to join 
worldwide teletype link | 


Southern Cross Reporter 


THE SOUTHERN Cross 
will soon be linked with a 
sophisticated wire trans- 
mission service to get world 
and national news of interest 
to readers of this diocese. 


While not reducing its 
coverage of diocesan and 
parish developments, this 
newspaper will use the wire 
service to bring readers 
news from outside the 
diocese faster and in greater 
depth. 


The teletype service is 
operated by the National 
Catholic (NC) News Service 
in Washington, D. C., which 
began serving Catholic 
newspapers around the 
country May 21. 


THE SYSTEM started 
with a special blessing from 
Pope Paul VI, the ‘‘warmest 

_ congratulations” of Presi- 
dent Nixon, and the push 
of a button by Bishop 
James Rausch, general 
secretary of the National 
Conference of Catholic 
Bishops and the United 
States Catholic Conference. 


The Pope said the wire 
service offers ‘‘a new 
opportunity for the in- 


telligent dissemination of 
needed information, for 
sharing thoughts and 
reactions, giving mutual 
Support and building up a 
spirit of unity and charity in 
the Christian community.” 


President Nixon said that 
with the beginning of the 
wire system, NC News 
Service “marks a new era 
which promises to further its 
reputation as a responsible 
source of up-to-date in- 
formation.” 


CARDINAL John Krol of 
Philadelphia, .president of 
the NCCB and USCC, called 
the new service ‘“‘a timely 
instrument for com- 
municating timeless truth.” 
Bishop Rausch said it is an 
“especially dramatic 
symbol of the Church’s 
growing commitment to use 
the most up to date media of 
communication for truans- 
mitting the Good News of 
Jesus Christ.”’ 


The wire service follows 
the same NC professional 
editorial procedures, but 
when stories have been fully 
edited, they are sent to a 
teletype room rather than a 
mimeograph room. Here 
teletype operators transform 
the typed stories to teletype 


tapes using an electronic 
puncher. 


The tapes are then fed into 
a tape transmitter and 
transmitted via a telephone 
line to the Dow Jones Co. 
office in New York. The NC 
transmissions will then be 
combined with 17 other 
signals on a Dow Jones wire 
capable of transmitting 18 
separate signals simultan- 
eously. 


THE SIGNAL will then be 
carried to Dow Jones offices 
in cities across the country. 
Local telephone lines carry 
the signal to the office of the 
newspaper subscriber, 
where a device known as a 
demodulator separates the 
NC signal from the other 17 
and sends the signal to a 
nearby teletype printer. 


The ‘story, transmitted in 
Washington only a fraction 
of a second before, is printed 
on the teletype machine. It 
can then be edited by the 
local newspaper, or, in some 
cases, rewritten to link the 
story with local angles or 
developments. 

The link to SC offices in 
San Diego awaits the 
necessary equipment and 
trunk lines, expected within 
a‘tew weeks. 


Catholic press focus

WORLD Communications Day, June 
3, puts the spotlight on the Southern 
Cross and other Catholic newspapers 
which, through the year, feature 
religious and secular developments of 
concern to Christians. 


Newspapers and other Catholic 
media must ‘‘take positive steps to 
improve the standards of. living,” 
according to the Pontifical Commission 
for Social Communications in Rome 
which sponsors the observance. 


“The media must reaffirm over and 
over again the distinction between 
what is and what ought to be,”’ said the 
commission. ‘“‘The media must not rest 
content with merely reflecting life as it 
is, even if they are to reflect this 
without distortion or imbalance.”’ 


EXPLAINING this year’s theme, 
“The mass media and the affirmation 
and promotion of spiritual values,’’ the 
commission said: 

“The term ‘spiritual values’ includes 
not only religious values but all values 
which have a bearing on the preser- 
vation of human dignity and the human 
decencies. It is such values which 
make man superior to animal and the 


Pope summons 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — Pope 
Paul VI called for ‘‘positive action’’ 
by the mass media to spread the 
message of Christ throughout the 
world. 


In a statement for World Com- 
munications Day, the Pope said the 
progress made in social com- 
munications is ‘‘one of the greatest 
blessings of our age.’’ 


“Now as never before spiritual 
values can be affirmed and spread 
from one end of the earth to the 
other,’’ he said. ‘‘The marvelous 
providence of God has reserved this 
wonder for our age.”’ 


Pope Paul decried the ‘‘abuses 
and the harm” caused by com- 
munications media when they are 
“so often used to contradict or 
corrupt the fundamental values of 
human life and produce discord and 
evil.” 


“The spread of false ideologies 
and excessive preoccupation with 
mere material progress frequently 
detract from concern for true 
wisdom and lasting values,’ he 
warned. 


“The true advancement of man, 
the true progress of peoples, can be 
realized only when the spiritual 
values which answer their highest 
aspirations receive due emphasis.” 


The pontiff called on ‘all those 
engaged in social communications 
to tell the story of the sacrifice and 
dedication that exists in the world, to 
make known the good that abounds,

AS WOMEN WILL, we were talking 
about .-. . lights and sparkle, chan- 
deliers and cathedrals, and how in- 
dividual Christian witness finds a place 
in God’s scheme of things. 


It started, as these discussions 
frequently do, after a Sunday homily. 
Remarking that the Christian im- 
perative to loving witness acts to our 
own benefit and spiritualization, the 
homilist uttered those inflammatory 
words ‘‘God is not affected by whether 
you love or not. He is not changed by 
your faithfulness or unfaithfulness. 
God does not need us. We, wholly, 
completely, and utterly need him.” 


In this era of emergent laymen, per- 
sonalism, the ‘‘we are God’s hands, 
without us he can do nothing’? em- 
phasis, the exaggerated pre-occupation 
with ‘‘needs’” and ‘“‘fulfilment,”’ the 
simple reminder that God really is not 
affected by our attitudes can shake us 
to the core. 


ADMIT IT OR NOT, in the deep 
crevasses of our psyche, we enjoy the 
thought of God’s gratitude for our 
concession to love.

light. There is seemingly endless 
movement, breathtaking bursts of 
color, spears and shafts of light. 
Suddenly its beauty is indescribable. 


It has become, not only a reflection of 
light, but a thing of light itself, tran- 
scending its physical form, surpassing 
its elemental potential. 


WE DO NOT NEED to ask its pur- 
pose or function. It is vitally, trans- 
parently evident. It is meant to 
receive and give light — to infuse and 
diffuse that wonderful, illuminating 
power. 


And in the receiving and the giving 
each prism, each tier, the whole 
creation is illuminated and converted 
into limitless, indefinable beauty and 
one-ness with the light. But the light 
itself is neither diminished nor in- 
creased by the chandelier. 


The light itself shines constantly 
from its source whether the chandelier 
fulfills its purpose or not. And if it does 
not — if a single crystal is clouded or 
faulty and obstructs the passage of 
light — what happens? 


NOT ONLY DOES that prism deny 
itself this transforming effect, but it 
deprives others of the radiance it 
should transmit to them. Each dull 
crystal inhibits the cluster — the 
grouping of which it is part — hindering 
its full execution of purpose. What was 
intended as an incredibly lovely and 
responsive creation is marred, its 
effectiveness impaired. 


It is still a creation of great potential 
— the light continues to pour out upon 
it, but the chandelier is less than it is 
meant to be, less than the vision of its 
creator. It fails to glorify either itself or 
the light. It fails to attain its true 
identity. 


We too, are creations of light — God’s 
light, his love. Always the choice is 
before us — to hang dull and 
unresponsive to his unwavering light, 
or to leap into eternal life in self- 
transcending response.

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Does the Church still have the answers? 


Southern Cross Sources 


ARE THERE ANY absolutes left? 

What has happened to the catechism? 

What about social issues? Should a Christian 
become involved? 

RELIGION ITSELF — is 
unhealthy for humans? 

And what about the Church hierarchy? How 
does a Catholic deal with it in making moral 
decisions? 

These questions and other challenges to the 
Church and its doctrines have left many 
Catholics wondering where the certainties went. 
U.S. Catholic, national publication of the 
Claretian Fathers, looks into the questions in an 
article that asks if the Church “‘has the an- 
swers” in a modern world. 

ABSOLUTES? They still exist, maintains 
author John S. Nelson, a PH.D., who teaches 


it healthy or 


religion at Fordham University, New York. But - 


he points to widespread disagreement among 
theologians as to just what they are. And he 
begins by noting that even almost universally- 
accepted absolutes — like the obligation to tell 
the truth — are difficult to apply in all cases. 

“Repeatedly, we face choices that are not 
between obvious good -and evil but between 
alternatives, none of which is totally good,” 
Nelson writes. ‘‘Sometimes we are reduced to 
seeking the lesser of two evils. 


‘War is a dramatic example. In my opinion, it 
is always an evil in modern times because it is 
impossible to avoid killing the innocent. At the 
same time, I cannot assert that a Christian can 
never go to war because the alternative could be 
even worse.”’ 

DESPITE THE difficulty of applying norms, 
Nelson feels there are bedrock beliefs that are 
essential to being Catholic — like the belief that 
Christ is God and the belief in individual im- 
mortality. 

Many Catholic parents brought up on the ‘“‘sure 
answers”’ contained in the catechism are par- 
ticularly confused by the difference between 
what they learned and what their children are 
learning in religion classes. 

The shift from the old familiar catechetics 
began about 15 years ago and has gone through 
four distinct phases since then, the author 
writes. 

IN THE FIRST change, emphasis shifted from 
the creed to scripture. ‘Instead of the outer 
limits of the Ten Commandments, we stressed 
the inner core of the Two Great Commandments, 
to love neighbor and God.”’ 

In the late 60s, “We began to stress God’s 
presence to us in the human person and in human 
history. So we shifted to looking at the human 
person in his growing process, at how he acts in 
relation to other people, and how he affects the 
critical situations of the world.”’ 

This approach still dominates, Nelson writes, 
but is beginning to wane because “‘it speaks too 
optimistically, even naively about God’s being 
already present in human life and history. 

“BUT EVENTS OF recent history — 
assassinations, continued racial unrest, an 


ambiguous and unpopular war — have sobered 


the enthusiasm of five years ago. 

“Then we remember: although Christ is 
already risen, we are only still rising. Hence we 
are looking more to the future, to God coming 
among us to raise us to our full stature as his 
sons and daughters.”’ 

Currently, catechetics is heading in ‘two 
complementary. directions: healing and 
hallowing. 

““THE HEALING IS prophetic. It calls men to 
appraise realistically the value systems of the 
world we live in, to recognize where we 


dehumanize one another and to exorcise this - 


demonic influence. Future-oriented catechetics 
provokes indignation, a dissatisfaction with 
things as they are, so that we may make them 
better. : 

“But equally important is the hallowing. It 
recognizes the good and healthy already with us 
— not as a final goal but as a sign of what men 
can become. If the healing exorcises, the 
hallowing divinizes.”’ 

What about social issues? The author feels a 
person should become involved with them, 
because the world isn’t just an ante-room to wait 
until we are summoned by God. That essentially 
negative outlook on life comes from the Greek 
view that “‘if we keep ourselves busy and out of 
trouble, when the time comes we will be able to 
get into heaven,”’ he says. 


“BUT AS VATICAN II made clear, it is hardly 
adequate. It is not in keeping with the In- 
carnation. In coming among us, Christ 
demonstrated that the world is of value and so is 
our work in it.” 

Another question discussed by Nelson: Is 
religion healthy or unhealthy for humans? 


The question needs answering because 
“popular articles and books, particularly in 
psychology, have treated religion as a liability, 
as a force lessening man’s humanity. Questions 
have been raised about the influence of religion 
on_healthy sexuality, on openness to change, 
on readiness to reach out to those in need, 
or fighting racism and other social injustice. 

“BUT SINCERE believers do try — they do 
strive toward being man fully alive: and for 
them religion is the force for achieving the 


maximum potential of a human being. 


“Moreover, there is a difference between 
someone who belongs to his religious group as he 
does to a political party, and someone whose life 
is centered on religious commitment. No doubt 
religion gets a bad name from those who just 
belong. 

“As psychologists have noted, those who are 
mechanical, institutionalized members do not 
permit religion to make a difference in their 
lives. But those who live by their religious beliefs 
are different because of them. The witness they 
give speaks loudly of the positive role of religion 
in society and for the individual.” 


NELSON ALSO examines current ways 
Catholics are dealing with the hierarchy in 
making moral decisions. 


In the past, he writes, “Catholics accepted 
what the Pope said as the last word for their 
conscience.”’ A growing number, he says, have 
come toa new approach which he finds sound: 

““The Pope’s teaching is part of my own 
decision-making and an integral part of the 
forming of my conscience. I listen with 
reverence and try to grasp what he’s saying. I 
give him the presumption of evidence. But I 
reserve the right and the responsibility to weigh 
all evidence in making my decision.’”’ 


SPEAKING OF bishops, he says they, for the 
most part, “do not initiate theological ideas: 
they preside, as judges of faith, over the 
pioneering attempts of others. . . 


“A tone can be sounded in many ways, by 
many instruments; but if it is basically the same 
pitch, the tuning will vibrate in response to it. - 
The Gospel is like such a sound. It can find a 
fresh expression in every age and culture. Yet 
there must be some way of testing and discern- 
ing which forms are genuine and which are not. 


“The bishops speak with authority,”: Nelson 
asserts,and the faithful should listen — but not 
without thinking, not without reading 
newspapers, magazines and books that bring 
them in touch, not without taking adult religion 
courses to broaden their religious awareness. 


“*As listeners they are responsive. As believers 
they are responsible for their faith.”

Question: 
During Mass in our church we were 
asked to sign an anti-abortion peti- 
tion and the priest said: “If you are 
unwilling to sign this petition, then 
I suggest you consider very seriously 
whether you can come to Communion 
because you are not a fully witness- 
ing Catholic.” How could he say such 
a thing? Surely we all have a right 
to our own conscience over abortion? 

For a Catholic, abortion — the deliberate 
killing of the fetus — is a non-negotiable 
matter totally contrary to the teaching and 
traditions of the Old and New Testaments. 
You do not have a right to your own consci- 
ence in this matter. 

The priest’s words were motivated by the 
Scriptural principle that faith without good 
works is dead. Indeed, it borders on hypoc- 
risy to receive Christ in Communion and 
then do nothing to remedy the violations of 
his law. 

You did not quote the priest correctly, 


however. He- said, “I suggest you consider 
very seriously whether you should...” I 
know. I was there. I made the statement. 
And I stand by it. 


Question: 
Is it necessary to ring bells at the 
consecration? If bells are rung, what 
might be the meaning of the action? 


In the pre-Vatican II days when participa- 
tion at Mass generally consisted in saying 
the rosary, “getting in” one’s favorite devo- 
tions or following an English missal, the 
practice of ringing the bells was functional 
rather than theological: it was meant to call 
attention to the more important parts of the 
eucharistic celebration. 


The revised Order of the Mass has no 
references with regard to bells. The obvious 
assumption is that the active participation 
of the faithful in a vernacular Mass renders 
attention-getting devices as superfluous. If 
bells are rung, about the only meaning 
might be to give the altar boy something to 
do. 


Question: 


I read somewhere recently that it is 
only a biblical myth that Joseph was 
a carpenter. What is your answer? 


The Gospel of St. Matthew (13:55) refers 
to Jesus as the “son of the carpenter,” which 
seems to be faithful to the Latin and Greek 
texts. The Jerome Biblical Commentary adds 
no further comment, although some 
scholars in the past have translated “car- 
penter” as “artisan.” 


Question: 
What color was Jesus’ skin? In paint- 
ings we always see him as blond- 
haired and fair-skinned. Would he 
not be dark-skinned like the people 
are where he came from? 


Yes. One gets the distinct impression that 
many 19th and 20th century portrait artists 
were influenced by the Avon Lady or the 
local hair stylist — or both, coupled with a 
heavy dose of Anglo-Saxon patriotism. 
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‘Secret Gospel’ find challenged by scholars 


NEW YORK (NC) — The 
so-called ‘‘secret Gospel’”’ of 
St. Mark, is ‘‘totally 
spurious’’ according to 
several scripture scholars. 

They challenged claims of 
Dr. Morton Smith, whose 
book The Secret Gospel was 
published recently. Dr. 
Smith, professor of ancient 
history at Columbia 
University, suggests that 
Christ was an occultist or 
magic worker who initiated 
his followers into the 
Kingdom of Heaven by a 
mysterious baptismal 
ceremony. 

The book is based on what 
Dr. Smith claims are two 
previously unknown frag- 
ments of St. Mark’s Gospel 
which he discovered. 


BUT ACCORDING to the 
Rev. Pierson Parker, an 
expert on Mark’s Gospel, 
who teaches at General 
Thological Seminary, the 
author of the fragments was 
familiar with all four 
Gospels of the Bible. If this is 
true, Mark could not have 
written the fragments.

WASHINGTON, D.C. (NC) 
— For the first time a non- 
Italian has been named 
Apostolic Delegate to the 
United States since*this post 


‘was established in 1893. 


He is Archbishop Jean 
Jadot, a Belgian and former 
papal diplomat in Africa and 
Asia. The new Apostolic 
Delegate succeeds Cardinal 
Luigi Raimondi who held the 
post from 1967 until last 
March when he became a 
cardinal. 


A NIECE OF the new 
Apostolic Delegate, Sister 
Beatrice Regnier, is 
presently working in the San 
Diego diocese. She is one of 
two Belgian Sisters of. Our 


Lady in the diocese and has 
been attached to the 
Precious Blood Convent, 
Chula Vista. 


Archbishop Jadot will be 
the .Pope’s principal 
representative to Catholics 
in this country, with 
headquarters here. 


Since the U. S. and the 
Vatican have no official 
diplomatic relations, the 
Apostolic Delegate’s prin- 
cipal concerns are with the 
Church in America. -He 
keeps the Vatican informed 
on Church developments and 
plays an important role in 
such matters as_ the 
appointment of American 
bishops.

Women ordinations not popular Vatican topic 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
One of two groups appointed 
by the Vatican to study the 
role of women in the Church 
will probably discuss the 
ordination of women to the 
priesthood, but the mood in 
the Vatican at the moment 
frowns on any radieal 
change in the present law of 
ordaining men only. 


Following the suggestion 
made by the Synod of 
Bishops in 1971, the Vatican 
asked the International 


- Theological Commission, an 


‘advisory group of 30 male 
scholars, to study the role of 
women in the Church and 
make recommendations. 


The secretary of the 
theological commission, 
Msgr. Philippe Delhaye of 
Louvain University in 


. Belgium, told NC News in 
' Rome that a subcommittee 


headed by French 
Dominican Father Marie 
Joseph Le  Guillou~ is 
currently studying 
“ministries for women.”’ 


MSGR. DELHAYE said 
his personal opinion is that 
the subcommittee could 
recommend greater use of 
women in the lesser 


ministries, such as lector 
and catechist. 


He further suggested that 
women who are now 
empowered to distribute 
Communion in areas where 
there is a shortage of priests 
could be allowed to witness 
marriages and bestow a 
blessing after Communion. 


One member of the 
theological commission who 
is not on the subcommittee 
suggested that any 
recommendation to ordain 
women will fall on deaf ears 
during the pontificate of 
Pope Paul. 


MANY THEOLOGIANS in 
Rome argue that Christ did 
not ordain women and that 
for the Church to do so now 
would be ‘‘unfaithful’’ to the 
intention of Christ. 


Other theologians counter 
by saying it was 
sociologically impossible for 
Christ to elevate a woman to 
such a position of prestige in 
his time. 

According _ to 
Delhaye, the 
purposely assigned Father 
Le Guillou as one of 25 
members of the new Com-

mission on Women in Society 
and the Church that was 
announced by Pope Paul VI 
on May 3. 

Although this commission 
numbers a few theologians 
among its members, it is 
composed of priests, nuns, 
housewives, married 
women, - widows and one 
unmarried college girl. 


ONE MEMBER of the 
commission, Dominican 
Sister Teresa Avila McLeod 
of Seotland, who taught for 
over 15 years at Rosary 
College in Chicago, said 
that she expected the issue 
of women priests at least to 
be discussed by her com- 
mission. 


“If we were appointed to 
talk of women ‘in society and 
the Church you cannot sweep 
under the rug any mention of 
the ministry of women in the 
Church, including priestly 
ordination,” she said. 


Sister McLeod, who has a 
master’s degree in Scripture 
from the Biblical Institute in 
Rome, said that most 
Catholic and Protestant 
scripture scholars today see 
no scriptural problem in 
ordaining women. 


“I AM NEITHER for nor 
against ordaining women,” 
she said, ‘‘but we must face 
the problem of a shortage of 
priests.”’ 


Asked if there is any ob- 
stacle to the ordination of 
women in the tradition of the 
Church, she replied: 


“Is it tradition with a 
capital T, an element con- 
stitutive of the essential 
teaching of the Catholic 
Church...Or is it simply a 
tradition, a habit or custom 
which can be modified?” 


THAT IT WILL not be 
modified is strongly 
suggested by a warning 
reportedly issued by the 
Vatican. 


The — press ___ recently 
reported that the Vatican 
had circulated a 
memorandum, known asa 
pro-memoria, stating that 
right from the start “‘the holy 
ordination of women must be 
excluded’’ as a topic of 
discussion by the new 
commission on women. 


THE MEMORANDUM 
was issued, it was reported, 
“in order to avoid . . . con- 
fusion or vain illusions.” 
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Swiss repeal — 
ban on Jesuits 


BERNE, Switzerland 
(NC) — A _ constitutional 
article banning Jesuits from 
Switzerland and another 
prohibiting the establish- 
ment of convents and 
monasteries were repealed 
in national referendum. 

Fifty-five percent of -the 
voters approved the repeal 
of the two articles. About 40 
percent of the eligible voters 
cast ballots in the referen- 
dum. 


‘The fact that about 45 per- 
cent of the voters voted 
against repealing the two 
articles seemed to indicate 
that age-old anti-Catholic 
prejudices still prevail 
among a sizeable sector of 
the population, especially in 
predominantly Protestant 
cantons. (Cantons are states 
of the Swiss federation.) 


THE SWISS bishops had 
urged the electorate to vote 
for an end to the 126-year-old 
ban.on the Jesuits and the 
prohibition against new 
religious communities. 


The bishops had main- 
tained that the constitutional 
ban was contrary to basic 
human rights, especially the 
right of freedom of worship. 
A little over half the Swiss 
population is Catholic. 


Swiss Protestant church 


leaders had _ generally 
favored abolishing the 
constitutional — restrictions. 


There were some Catholics, 
however, who were reluctant 
to do away with the bans 
because they object to what 
they regard as ‘exaggerated 
progressive’ tendencies 
among some Jesuits. 


THE PROHIBITION dates 
back to 1848 after the 
religious-civil war of the 
Sonnerbund, named after a 
league of Catholic cantons. 
Jesuits were prohibited on 
the grounds that they 
wielded powerful political 
influence and thus were a 
menace to public peace. 


The second and more 
severe form of _ the 
prohibition came in 1874 at 
the height of the 
Kulturkampf, an _ anti- 
Church campaign 
originating in Germany but 
spreading throughout 
German-speaking Europe. 
That was the prohibition that 


remained until the 
referendum. 
Despite the ban, there 


have been about 80 Jesuits 
whose presence in the 
country is tacitly tolerated 
by Swiss authorities. 


Pope praises priests’ 
educational program 


VATICAN CITY (NC) — 
The purpose of North 
American College’s Institute 
for Continuing Theological 
Education is ‘‘wise and 
providental,’’ Pope Paul told 
a group of American priests 
and bishops winding up a 
three-month course at the 
institute. 


They included two priests 
from the San Diego diocese 
— Father Neal Dolan, 
diocesan vocations director, 
and Father Frederick J. 
Florek, associate pastor of 
Our Mother of Confidence 
church, San Diego. 

The Pope said the program 
had enabled them ‘to draw 
closer to Christ, understand 
their ministry _ better, 
examine the truths of the 
faith and respond to ques- 
tions of the modern world. 


THE GROUP was led by 


Bishop James M. Hickey, 
rector of North American 
College — the residence of U. 
S. seminarians and priests 
studying in Rome — and 
Msgr. Richard J. Mahowald, 
institute founder and 
director. 


The institute ‘can bring 
back to you so many basic 
truths that you once studied 
and perhaps forgot: aspects 
of God’s word ever relevant 
for your own lives and the 
lives of those to whom you 
minister,’’ said the Pope. 


Explaining the institute 
helps in examining more 
deeply the truths of the faith, 
Pope Paul said: ‘“‘You are 
well aware that these truths 
are fixed in their dogmatic 
formulation, but they are 
inexhaustible in their con- 
tent and their study.” 


Father Philip Berrigan reveals 
marriage to former sister 


BALTIMORE (NC) — 
“We are sorry to. lose-a 
brother who in the past has 
given years of service as a 
parish priest, as a teacher 
and as aman of great energy 
and dedication.” 


With those words, a 
Josephite superior an- 
nounced that anti-war ac- 
tivist Father Philip Berri- 
gan was no longer a mem- 
ber of the order after it was 
revealed that the priest and 
the former Sister Elizabeth 
McAllister had been mar- 


“ried. 


The couple, whose names 
were constantly linked over 
the past four years because 
of their anti-war activities, 
announced that they had 
been married by ‘mutual 
consent”’ since May, 1969. 


THE MARRIAGE, the 
couple disclosed, had three 


. stages. First, there was the 


“mutual consent” marriage 
of 1969, followed by a ‘‘for- 
malized’”’ marriage at the 
Danbury, Conn. federal 


prison in Jan. 1972. And on 
Memorial Day, May 28, after 
having taken out a marriage 
certificate in Montclair, 
N.J., the couple was mar- 
ried, reportedly at Sister 


McAllister’s Montclair 
home. 
Paul Mayer, a former 


Benedictine priest who is 
now married, performed the 
ceremony, without the 
traditional Catholic wedding 
text. 


Neither Sister Elizabeth, a 
member of the Sisters of the 
Sacred Heart of May, nor 
Father Berrigan applied for 
dispensation from their 
religious vows. They told a 
small group of reporters in

domis...” 


THE COUPLE said they 
had been living as man and 
wife for the past four years 
except for the fact they did 
not have a common home 
and for keeping their mar- 
riage a secret.
